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SENIOR PROFILE 


Dale Conant 


Linebacker — 6'1”, 233, Apple Valley, Minnesota 


It’s every schoolboy’s dream. To go on after high 
school to play for the state university. Gopher senior 
linebacker Dale Conant is living that dream. A native of 
Apple Valley, Minnesota, Conant came to the University 
of Minnesota following a stellar high school career, and 
has been a solid member of the Gopher program. A 
dependable performer, he will look to see some action 
tonight against the Nebraska Cornhuskers in the home 
opener. 

A 1985 graduate of Apple Valley High School, Conant 
was one of the top recruits in the entire state that year. 
An All-State selection as a senior, Dale was voted the 
Eagles’ Most Valuable Player that year, when he saw 
action at fullback and linebacker. Included in that season 
was a performance against arch-rival Rosemount where 
he rushed for 222 yards on 46 carries, a game he calls his 
biggest thrill in high school. Following his outstanding 
senior season, several colleges came calling, but there 
was really only one choice for Conant. 

“When! was growing up! used to watch the Gophers a 
lot, and I was, fortunately, able to come here and play,” 
he said. “I had other offers, but I basically knew from the 
beginning when recruiting started that 1 was going to 
come here.” 

After being redshirted in his initial freshman season, 
Conant has seen action in the past three campaigns for 
the Golden Gophers. A star fullback in high school, this 
season he has concentrated on the other side of the ball 


at linebacker. He earned his first varsity letter in 1986, 
and has been a contributor on special teams in all three 
years. When asked what moment stands out above the 
others from his Gopher career so far, Dale doesn’t 
hesitate to answer. 

“The game that! would say stands out is when we were 
in Ann Arbor, and beat Michigan 20-17,” he said. “I was 
fortunate enough to be able to play in the game, and 
share in the excitement that everyone else was enjoying 
that day. All the support that we had when we got back 
from the fans, the coaches, and all the people that 
showed up at the airport when we got back was really 
exciting,” Dale recalls. 

Conant has been able to successfully make the jump to 
college football, a difficult one for many players. What are 
his impressions of the college game? 

“Intensity,” he said. “When you're in high school it 
seems like you’re the best athlete on the field, but here 
you have the best athlete from a lot of different schools, 
and you’re no longer the star. You need to have an edge.” 

“You also learn a lot about life through football —self- 
discipline, accomplishment, working together, things like 
that that you can turn around and use in your regular 
life,” he added. “One thing I’ve learned is to be self- 
disciplined and to do what’s right at the right time, when it 
needs to be done.” 

Conant has done what needed to be done not just on 
the field, but in the classroom as well. He is on course to 
graduate this spring, majoring in retail merchandising 
with an emphasis on marketing. 

“What I’dlike to dois get into sales witha larger firm for 
a couple of years, and if things take me somewhere else, 
go from there,” Conant says of his post-college plans. He 
feels that the Golden Gopher program has its academic 
priorities in order, and adds that of all the goals of the 
program, “the main desire is to graduate, and the second 
one is to win,” 

Conant shares the optimism of many around the 
program in having high hopes for 1989 despite coming off 
a sub-par 1988 campaign. 

“Last year was a long year, but everyone has come 
together this year and we’re accomplishing some of the 
goals we want to accomplish,” he said. “All the coaches 
have been really supportive. They work together as a 
team, just as the players do, to accomplish one goal. To 
be honest I think we can make another bowl game. Of 
course our goal is the Rose Bowl, and you always set your 
goals to the highest possiblility, but if we fall short of that 
we'll still be able to go to another bowl.” Conant will be 
among the Gophers working toward those goals this 
year, doing what he always dreamed of. . . playing for the 
Golden Gophers. 


SENIOR PROFILE 


Pat Cummings 


Fullback — 6'1”, 217, Madison, Wisconsin 


Dependable. That word perhaps best describes 
Gopher fullback Pat Cummings. Both in the classroom 
and on the playing field, the senior from Madison, 
Wisconsin has been a person to count on throughout his 
career in Gold Country. 

Although slowed by injuries throughout his Gopher 
career, Cummings has persevered through adversity to 
become a key member of the Gopher offense, while also 
excelling in the classroom as one of the Gophers’ top 
student-athletes. 

Cummings came to the University of Minnesota in 
1985 after recording an outstanding prep career at West 
High School in Madison. He weighed several offers, 
including a chance to play for the hometown Badgers, but 
chose to wear the Maroon and Gold. 

“I’m from Madison, and I had a lot of pressure to go to 
Wisconsin, but I knew! didn’t want to do that becauseI’d 
been in the city my whole life and I knew I wanted to 
experience something different,” he said. “My older 
brother was a fullback at Northwestern and my mind was 
basically made up to go there, until | came to Minnesota 
for a visit and really liked the things that I saw. Most of all] 
liked the people — I met some really nice people. Also | 
knew there would be a lot of opportunities for me after I 
got done with school.” 

Almost right away after coming to Minnesota, 
Cummings faced challenges on the football field. He 
began his freshman campaign at tailback, his high school 
position, but was then moved to defensive back. 
Although new to the defensive side of the ball, he 
adjusted well enough to see some action at corner as a 
first-year freshman in 1985, when he earned his first 
letter. He was then switched to flanker, and during spring 
drills in 1986 was moved to his current spot at fullback. 

As if the position switches weren’t enough, Cummings 
also had to fight several nagging injuries during his early 
days as a Gopher. In 1986, he suffered a broken foot and 
was redshirted for the season. The following season he 
was ready to contribute, but was slowed in fall camp by a 
torn leg muscle which set him back. 


“It was real tough, especially when | broke my foot, 
because I thought I’d have an opportunity to help the 
team,” he said. “The following year | missed a lot of fall 
camp and got really far behind. I’ve been through a lot of 
adversity. But in adversity one of two things can happen. 
Either you’re going to become stronger or become 
weaker, and | think every time it’s been a positive 
experience. I’ve made it into one even though it was 
negative to start. You just become a tougher person.” 

Although he was still hampered by injuries, 1988 was 
Pat’s best year yet as a Gopher. The 6 foot 1, 217- 
pounder saw extensive action at fullback, rushing for 47 
yards despite being slowed by a broken hand. Standing 
out in his mind from that season was the contest against 
Northern Illinois, his first collegiate start. 

“I knew all along! could do it, but Octavius Gould was 
here, playing in front of me, and that was fine because he 
was a great running back and deserved it,” he recalls. 
“When he got hurt, I prepared really hard so that I’d be 
able to help the team if they needed me. | felt really good 
about stepping in there and being able to do the job.” But 
then, “adversity struck again. The following week | 
probably would have started at Purdue, but in practice 
that week I broke my hand, so then! was out for another 
few games.” 

The injury couldn’t hide the fact that Cummings had 
made huge strides as a Gopher, and his performances 
last year are one reason why he looms as a major factor in 
the Gopher offense this year. 

Cummings may have had to face adversity on the field, 
but in the classroom he has had nothing but smooth 
sailing. A student in the University’s prestigious Carlson 
School of Management, he is just one class shy of earning 
his degree. Pat is taking the opportunity to explore some 
of his interests. 

“I’m finishing my economics minor, and I’m taking 
Portugese, because | went to Brazil as a high school 
exchange student and! may go back there,” he said, “and 
I also may take a physics class, because that class always 
interested me in high school.” Pat is looking at several 
options for his future, including furthering his education. 
“T’ve thought a lot about grad school, because! feel that I 
have a lot to learn and my education isn’t complete.” 

Cummings’s efforts certainly serve as testimony to the 
fact that it is possible for athletes to succeed 
academically. As one of the top students on the squad, he 
realizes that he is something of a role model for the 
younger players. 

“T didn’t see myself as a role model for others until my 
senior year — when | started to see that things I have 
done have an influence on others,” he said. “The younger 
people on the team care more about succeeding 
academically than they did when! first got here. That’s a 
reflection on alot of people — guys like Jon Melander and 
Dan Liimatta, who have done really well in school. If the 
younger guys see the younger guys going to the library 
and trying to do well in the classroom, it’s going to 
influence them to try to do the same types of things. Role 
models are critical.” 

In everything he has done, Pat Cummings has been a 
credit to the Gopher program. “He’s a kid who does what 
he’s supposed to do, the way he’s supposed to do it, and 
he’s always ready,” Golden Gopher Head Coach John 
Gutekunst said. “I don’t care what group you put Pat 
Cummings in, he’d be exceptional.” The Gopher coaches 
have come to depend on him to deliver outstanding effort 
and performance no matter what he does. 


SENIOR PROFILE 


Doug Evans 41 


Strong Safety — 6’1”, 191, Montgomery, AL 


Most of the players on the Golden Gophers, especially 
the starters, came to Minnesota after being highly 
recruited as prep players. But starting strong safety Doug 
Evans took a different route. The senior from Montgomery, 
Alabama, started his college career at a junior college, 
but from there transferred to Gold Country, where he 
has developed into a solid Division I football player. 

Evans was a star performer as a prepster at Derby 
High School in Montgomery, where he lettered in 
baseball and track as well as football before graduating in 
1985. But it was on the gridiron where he made his biggest 
mark, lettering four times and earning All-City and All- 
State recognition as a senior. But the college recruiters 
did not come asking as he might have hoped. Determined 
to keep playing football, Evans moved on to Hutchinson 
Community College in Hutchinson, Kansas. 

At Hutchinson, Evans again showed himself to be a 
top-flight athlete, earning All-Conference recognition 
there as well. It was then that Minnesota came calling, 
and Doug moved up to the Division I level. 

“I went to ajunior college at first, and didn’t think I’d be 
that highly recruited,” Evans said. “But Minnesota called, 
and I knew it was a great opportunity. It’s located in an 
urban setting, and it is a very highly regarded university, 
and both things were what I was looking for. Also, they 


recruited me as astudent and not just as a football player, 
and that impressed me.” 

Evans came to Minnesota in the spring of 1987, and 
participated in spring practice during that year. He made 
a positive impression early, and became a factor in the 
Gopher defensive backfield in the 1987 season. He 
earned his first letter in that campaign, and also had what 
he calls his biggest thrill at Minnesota, his first start for the 
Gophers. 

“The game that sticks out is in 1987,” said Evans. “I got 
my first start against Michigan, on national television. | 
remember being very nervous before, but everything 
worked out all right. We didn’t win, but we had a chance 
to, and! thought I played pretty well.” 

Evans recorded 19 tackles during that 1987 season, 
and was a key factor. Hid playing time decreased 
somewhat in 1988, when he recorded only four tackles, 
but through hard work Evans has returned to a 
prominent role and has earned a starting spot at strong 
safety for the 1989 Gophers. 

Making the jump up to Division I was a big one for 
Evans, who has noticed several differences in the level of 
play from that at the junior college level. 

“Compared to junior college, the interior linemen area 
lot bigger,” Evans said. “There’s also a lot more quick- 
ness and speed and strength in all the players. But the 
biggest difference is the size, especially among linemen.” 

Like the rest of the squad, Evans is quite confident that 
the Gophers can turn things around and have a solid year 
after the disappointment of last season’s 2-7-2 record. 

“Of course we want to be Big Ten champions and win 
as many games as possible, and go to the Rose Bowl,” 
Evans said. “But we just have to go out and give our all in 
every practice and in every game. I’m confident that we 
can have a good year.” 

In the classroom, Evans is making steady progress 
toward earning his degree in Urban Studies, a field that 
has held his interest for some time. In fact, the urban 
setting of the U of M was one of the things that sold him 
on the school. 

“T’d like to get into some line of work dealing with urban 
planning,” Evans said. “Ideally, I’d work in some sort of 
city council job, doing demographic work based on the 
city’s population and geographical setting.” 

But first Evans will concentrate on helping the 
Gophers put together a winning season from his strong 
safety spot. The junior college transfer has found a home 
in the Gopher defensive backfield, and will be a key for 
the Gophers tonight against Nebraska. 


SENIOR PROFILE 


Eddie Miles 28 
Defensive End, 6’1”, 234, Miami, FL 


At 6-1, 234 pounds, Eddie Miles doesn’t exactly fit the 
standard mold of a college defensive end. The senior 
from Miami, FL is well aware that he needs to rely on 
every bit of his quickness and savvy in order to be 
effective against the game’s behemoth offensive linemen. 

“It doesn’t take a rocket scientist to figure out that if] 
go heads up with some of these linemen, I’m not going to 
win many of those battles,” he said. “Quickness is going 
to be very important. We have a lot of schemes and 
stunts that we’ll run to make them think alittle bit. We’re 
not g>inq to let them just line up and push us off the field. 
We're going to make them go left, right, whatever it takes 
to keep them off balance.” 

A 1986 graduate of Miami Springs High School (FL), 
Miles fashioned an outstanding prep career in football, 
basketball and track. On the gridiron, he was a two-time 


All-Region and All-County performer, and as a senior, he 
intercepted an amazing four passes in a single game. 

After sitting out his freshman season because of the 
Proposition 48 Rule, Miles was shifted from split end to 
linebacker as a sophomore in 1987. He saw action in nine 
games for the Golden Gophers that season, registering a 
total of 14 tackles. Last year he saw extensive action, 
collecting 27 total tackles en route to earning his second 
letter. Heading into the 1989 season, Miles was on the 
move once again, taking over one of the Golden 
Gopher’s starting defensive end slots. 

Last season’s frustrating 2-7-2 season has hung around 
like a dark cloud over the Golden Gophers, but Miles and 
his teammates feel that they have the ammunition to turn 
it around in ’89. 

With Heisman Trophy candidate Darrell Thompson 
and flashy split end Chris Gaiters leading the squad on 
the offensive side of the ball, Miles feels that the Golden 
Gophers’ fortunes on the defensive side are in capable 
hands as well. 

“The defense as a whole will be much stronger,” he 
said. “Besides the line, both Mac Stephens and Ron 
Goetz had 100-plus tackles last year, and with Jon 
Leverenz coming back, along with Joel Staats, we have 
some outstanding linebackers. The defensive backs have 
been playing as well back there as any group we’ve had 
since I’ve been here.” 

An ear-to-ear grin comes across Miles’ face when he 
talks of his personal goal heading into the ’89 campaign. 

“T would like to get alot more sacks this year,” he said, 
like a true defensive end. 

Miles has done a fine job in the classroom at the 
University of Minnesota and has his career goals firmly 
embedded in his mind. Instead of patrolling the carpet of 
the Hubert H. Humphrey Metrodome for the Golden 
Gophers, the sociology major has his eyes focused on the 
upper echelon of the corrections field. 

“T’ve always liked the corrections field,” he said, “and 
the warden is the highest man, so you might as well reach 
for the top.”

Nerney Advises Prospective Students 


For many university students, 
academic advisers are on the front- 
lines in the war against average edu- 
cations. A good adviser can’/make 
the difference between a college 
career that’s ho-hum or terrific. 

For advisers like Mary Ellen 
Nerney, knowing they can make that 
difference in students’ lives fuels 
their job satisfaction. 

“My primary role is to be alistener, 
to help students ask the right 
questions,” Nerney says. “I have a 
strong commitment to this university 
and its students. In a big research 
university, the faculty can’t be the 
only ears for students.” 

Nerney has been advising stu- 
dents for six years, three at the 
College of Liberal Arts and three in 
her current job as one of four College 
of Education prospective student ad- 
visers. She started her career as a 
high school art teacher, then got a 
master’s degree in design. In the 
College of Education, administrators 
“really like people to advise students 
who have been teachers themselves. 
It’s helpful to understand what their 
concerns are,” Nerney says. 

Some current concerns center 
around the college’s move to five- 
year programs in teacher education. 
By 1992 all of the college’s teacher- 
training programs will require five 
years of study. The move toward 
postbaccalaureate degrees began in 
1987 when social studies, agricultural 
education and second languages and 
cultures switched to five-year plans. 
Home economics and English educa- 
tion are the latest programs to make 
the change. 

At first, the changes alarmed some 
students, but those feelings have 
yielded to excitement, Nerney says. 
Second-language teachers graduat- 
ing from the first five-year program 
found they were “very marketable 
because public schools welcome 
people who are so well trained,” she 
says.

The switch to five-year programs 
is also a nationwide trend, and 
Minnesota is a leader in getting 
programs going, because College of 
Education Dean William Gardner is 
active in national education 
organizations. 

Changes in education may be 
spurring interest in teaching as a 
career. Nerney conducts weekly 
community workshops that draw 25 
to 30 people who are thinking about 
becoming teachers. Many of these 
people already have successful 
careers, but they tell Nerney, “I’ve 
made the money, but I’m not making 
any difference in anybody’s life.” 

She advises these prospective 
students to volunteer in schools to 
find out if they really like young 
people and, more importantly, if 
young people like them. She also tells 
prospective students what prepara- 
tion courses they lack and suggests 
other activities that will strengthen 
their resumes and what they should 
be reading for the latest ideas about 
teaching. 


Nerney also says it’s important to 
keep in touch with her university 
colleagues. She is active in a group of 
50 advisers who meet monthly to talk 
about their jobs. That helps her stay 
up-to-date on changes in her pro- 
fession and the latest information 
that will help students make their 
choices. 

“You have to have accurate in- 
formation and the only way you get 
that is networking. Otherwise people 
don’t think of you,” she says. 

Knowing who her colleagues are 
and who can provide what help to a 
particular student is important, 
because then “you know what kind 
of a welcome that student will get.” 

One of the pleasures of her job is 
“the cycle of education,” Nerney 
says. “There are always new faces, 
with new goals. You feel that you’re 
doing something to help the students 
and the university.” 

And even though she’s not in a 
classroom, Nerney doesn’t believe 
she’s left the teaching profession. 

“IT teach every day,” she says. “I 
teach in groups, and I teach one on 
one in helping students figure out 
what they want. I haven't lost teach- 
ing, I’ve just gained an ideal teaching 
situation.”

SENIOR PROFILE 


Tyrone Stenzel 


Running back — 5’11”, 198, Wells, Minnesota 


It’s an unfortunate fact of life that not everyone can be 
a star, or see all the playing time they’d like to. However, 
those who fill out the ranks are still important members of 
the team. These “role players” help out by providing 
competition in practice, adding moral support, and in 
many other ways. Senior Tyrone Stenzel of the Gophers 
is one of those players. 

Although Stenzel has not seen varsity action for the 
Gophers, he has been a part of the squad for the past 
three seasons and is working harder than ever during 
this, his final season, to be a contributing member of the 
squad. 

Stenzel was a multi-sport star at Freeborn (MN) High 
School, located near his hometown of Wells. Stenzel 
lettered in three sports at Freeborn, including four times 
in football. Among his accomplishments were earning 
All-Conference recognition four times and averaging 5.9 
yards per carry as a senior in football, and hitting nine 
home runs as a senior in baseball. He then set his sights 
on joining the Golden Gopher program after graduating 
from Freeborn High in 1985. 

After one year at the U of M in which he did not play 
football, Stenzel decided to transfer to the University of 
Minnesota-Waseca during the fall of his sophomore year 
for seasoning. After one season he then transferred back 
to the Twin Cities campus, where he was allowed to walk 
on with the Golden Gophers. Just being a part of the 
Gopher program is an honor for Stenzel, who proudly 
says, “I’m the first and only person from my school to play 
Division I football.” 

The jump was a long one for Stenzel, who played his 
high school ball at a fairly small school. Major college 


football, he says, is a big-time commitment in more ways 
than one. 

“Tt’s intense all the time,” he says. “I thought going from 
high school to junior college was a big step — the hitting 
was harder, and the game was quicker — but from junior 
college to this level was an even bigger jump. The 
contact, the speed, and all the practices and meetings — 
never imagined that football was this much of a job.” 
After starring in high school, not getting a lot of playing 
time was an adjustment at first for Stenzel. 

“It was tough,” he said, “but like the coaches say, we all 
have arole. I’m looking at school as my main priority and 
football as secondary, and! guess I can accept my role. 
I’m trying to earn a spot on special teams this year, 
though, and hopefully I can get in for some plays before I 
graduate.” 

Since joining the team, Stenzel has been impressed by 
the coaching staff, starting with Golden Gopher Head 
Coach John Gutekunst on down. 

“IT think the coaches care,” he said. “They treat 
everybody with respect. Gutey cares about us, and we 
know that. It’s nice to know that he’s on your side, if you 
ever need help.” 

Stenzel shares the optimism of many others around 
the Gopher program with his high hopes for the coming 
season. 

The Golden Gophers are eager to put last year’s 
disappointing season to rest and “I think we’re going to 
surprise a lot of people,” he said. “I read in the papers 
where nobody has us picked to finish any higher than fifth 
in the Big Ten, and that takes a lot of pressure off of us. I 
think we’re going to do better than people think, because 
we’ve got some talent. We just have to get our minds set 
with the attitude that we want to win.” 

All in all, Stenzel is glad he chose to be a part of the 
Gopher program, even though he hasn’t been able to 
play a great deal. Both on and off the field, his decision to 
attend the University of Minnesota has proven to be a 
very good one. 

“I enjoy watching the other players, like Darrell 
Thompson,” he said. “It’s just unbelievable, the way he 
can accelerate the turn on a dime. Just to be able to 
watch him, and guys like Chris Gaiters — some of the 
catches he’s made are spectacular. Just the guys that I 
meet and the friends that I have make it worthwhile. | 
guess more than anything else from college football, I’ll 
remember the friends that I’ve made. 

“I'm five credits away from my degree in animal 
sciences,” he adds. “I grew up on a farm, and I’m 
interested in working with livestock.” He hopes to find 
work with a pharmaceutical or animal products company 
after graduation, and start work towards his “ultimate 
goal — in ten or twelve years I'd like to have my own 
farm.” 

In farming or whatever he chooses to do in life, Tyrone 
will use the dedication and perseverance he has shown as 
a member of the Gopher squad to his best advantage.

innesota’s second 100 years of 

collegiate football were marked 

by the move from Memorial 

Stadium (1924) to the Hubert 

H. Humphrey Metrodome 
(1982) in downtown Minneapolis, and the 
change signified a new era for Golden 
Gopher football. 

Also home to the Minnesota Vikings of 
the National Football League, the 
Minnesota Twins of the American 
Baseball League, and the inaugural season 
of the National Basketball Association’s 
Minnesota Timberwolves, the “Golden 
Dome” seats 63,669 fans under a 12-story- 
high, teflon-coated fiberglass roof. 

The move to the Metrodome was made 
with the hope of making Golden Gopher 
football all the more enjoyable to 
Minnesota fans. While you are in the facil- 
ity for this event, U of M officials ask that 
you follow these specific rules: 

FIRST AID—First aid is available in 
room 120 on the lower level of the 
Metrodome. The room is staffed by mem- 
bers of the University of Minnesota 
Emergency Medical Response team, 
which has been trained in first aid as well 
as cardiopulmonary resuscitation tech- 
niques. All staff members are certified in 
American Red Cross Advanced First Aid 
or Emergency Medical Technician proce- 
dures. These staffers have received addi- 
tional Red Cross training to familiarize 
them with the unique features of the 
Metrodome. If you are in need of first aid 
or emergency treatment or see someone 
else in need, alert the nearest uniformed 
usher, or ask for assistance at the nearest 
concession stand. 

LOST AND FOUND—Call Sims 
Ushering at 644-7000 for assistance. 

WILL-CALL TICKETS—Public and 
press will-call windows are located at the 
Golden Gopher ticket office on Fifth 
Street on the south side of the Metrodome. 

PERSONAL PAGING—Because 
University authorities have found it 
extremely difficult to accommodate 
requests for emergency announcements 
over the public address system, all 
requests for personal paging and 


announcements will be refused. ANY 
PERSON EXPECTING AN EMERGEN- 
CY CALL IS INSTRUCTED TO LEAVE 
HIS OR HER NAME AND SPECIFIC 
SEAT LOCATION ON FILE WITH THE 
TICKET OFFICE. CALL 624-8080 OR 
STOP AT THE INFORMATION WIN- 
DOW AT THE SOUTH END OF THE 
METRODOME ON GAME DAY. 

BEVERAGE/CONTAINER REGULA- 
TIONS—A stadium ordinance prohibits all 
beverage containers from being brought 
into the stadium. Alcoholic and non- 
alcoholic beverages and their containers are 
not allowed to be brought into the Dome. 

The Golden Gophers will strictly 
enforce this rule. Ushers and security per- 
sonnel have been instructed to deny entry 
to anyone attempting to carry in cans, bot- 
tles, or paper or plastic containers. Only 
after the containers have been properly 
disposed of will entrance to the stadium 
be permitted. 

SMOKING—Smoking is not allowed 
in the stadium proper, except in desig- 
nated areas on the first and second 
deck concourse. 

THINK OF OTHER FANS—Spectators 
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are requested not to stand in the aisles or 
leave the stands during the last few min- 
utes of the final quarter because of the 
inconvenience to patrons who desire to 
have a clear view of the field. Patrons 
seated near the aisles will appreciate your 
courtesy in remaining seated until the end 
of the game. 

As spectators and participants, we share 
a number of privileges and responsibili- 
ties. The University has a fundamental 
concern with conduct that breaks the 
peace, causes disorder or interferes with 
the enjoyment of others. Members of the 
University community whose conduct is 
in conflict with those concerns will be 
dealt with according to policies and stan- 
dards of behavior that apply to 
University-sponsored events. 

We ask that you be aware of both your 
responsibility to those around you and of 
your right to courtesy from them. 
University staff members are present to 
assist you if you feel your rights as specta- 
tors are not being respected. 

If a patron’s conduct endangers or dis- 
turbs the players, coaches, officials or 
other patrons, the University reserves the 
right to remove the offending patron from 
the premises. No refund will be made. 

Every person, regardless of age, must 
have a ticket. Intoxicants, loud radios, 
noisemakers and signs may not be 
brought into the Metrodome, in accor- 
dance with University, conference and 
Metrodome policies.

Dick BIDDLE 
ASSISTANT COACH 


Dick Biddle arrived on the scene at the University of Minnesota in 1985, and 
was tabbed to handle the inside linebackers. In 1987 Biddle was given the addi- 
tional duties of defensive coordinator. 

The 40-year-old Biddle is a 1965 graduate of Parkersburg High School in 
Parkersburg, W. Va.

BOOKER BROOKS 
ASSISTANT COACH 


Booker Brooks was added to the University of Minnesota football staff when 
John Gutekunst took over as head coach prior to the 1986 season, and he was 
assigned the task of working with the Golden Gopher receivers. 

Brooks hails from Akron, Ohio, where he graduated from Buchtel High 
School in 1955. Although he did not take part in athletics as a prepster, Brooks 
did compete in football, basketball and track at Wilmington (Ohio) College. 

He received his B.S. degree from Wilmington in 1959, and then spent two 
years in the U.S. Army. After his release, Brooks began his coaching career as 
an assistant at Ellet High School in Akron and then joined the staff at Shaker 
Heights, Ohio. 

In 1969 Brooks began a 15-year stint as a member of the coaching staff at 
Penn State University, first as a graduate assistant working with wide receivers, 
then as an offensive line coach and finally as tight end and wide receiver coach. 

Brooks followed that tour of duty with two seasons at Oregon State 
University, where he served as the offensive coordinator during the 1984 and 
1985 campaigns. 

At one point in his illustrious coaching career, Brooks had 10 former play- 
ers competing in either the National Football League or the United States 
Football League.

ASSISTANT COACHES 


BIsHop HARRIS 
ASSISTANT COACH 


Bishop Harris became a part of the Gold Country scene in 1986 when 
John Gutekunst summoned him to coach the University of Minnesota’s 
outside linebackers. In 1988 he was delegated the task of coaching the 
running backs and in 1989 was named assistant head coach.

ROBERT MATHESON 
ASSISTANT COACH 


Robert Matheson joined the Golden Gophers in time for spring practice in 
1988. He will work with the defensive line. 

The 43-year-old Matheson is a native of Boone, N.C., where he grad- 
uated from Appalachian High School after a distinguished prep career as a 
student-athlete. 

He attended Duke University and was a teammate of head coach John 
Gutekunst and defensive coordinator Dick Biddle when with the Blue Devils. 
Matheson was his team’s MVP and captain as a senior, while gaining both 
all-conference and All-America honors. He graduated from Duke in 1967 
with a B.A. degree in psychology. 

Following graduation, Matheson was a first-round draft choice of the 
Cleveland Browns and played linebacker with them from 1967-70. He was 
traded to the Miami Dolphins in 1971 and stayed with that club through the 
1980 campaign, playing in three Super Bowls in the process.

Vince Okruch assumed the post of administrative assistant in charge of 
recruiting when John Gutekunst became Minnesota’s head football coach in 
December 1985, and in 1987 he was tabbed as coach of the Golden Gopher 
running backs. Since 1988, he’s worked with the defensive ends. 

Okruch hails from Buffalo, N.Y., and is a 1973 graduate of Cardinal 
O’Hara High School there. While in high school, he gained all-city honors as 
a quarterback, lettered in wrestling and baseball. 

Then Okruch enrolled at Culver-Stockton College in Missouri and won 
four letters in football as a quarterback and tight end. He also earned four let- 
ters in baseball as a catcher before receiving his B.S. degree in 1977. 

Okruch remained on the Culver-Stockton staff for one year before 
enrolling at Northeast Missouri State where he spent two years on the staff as 
a graduate assistant. 

After graduating he began his coaching career by directing Culver’s defen- 
sive backs in 1977. The next two years found him coaching the quarterbacks 
and wide receivers for Northeast Missouri State University. While there he 
also earned his master’s degree in education.

ASSISTANT COACH 


Ed Pinkham has joined the University of Minnesota football coaching staff 
for the 1989 season and has been tabbed by head coach John Gutekunst to 
work with the defensive secondary. 

Pinkham, 35, spent the 12 years prior to coming to Minnesota at the 
University of New Hampshire, and for the last seven of those years served as 
that school’s defensive coordinator. 

In 1988, New Hampshire led the nation in the turnovers gained depart- 
ment, and under Pinkham’s guidance recorded a total of 50-plus turnovers 
over the last two seasons. 

“I’ve been aware of Pinkham for many years,” Gutekunst said. “We have 
followed his career very closely. He has shown that he is an excellent 
recruiter, and his coaching record speaks for itself. He is a welcome addition 
at Minnesota.” 

Pinkham is a native of Clark, N.J. He competed in athletics in high school 
and graduated in 1971. Then it was on to Allegheny College, where he was a 
standout in both track and football. It was during that time that Pinkham 
cemented a life-long football relationship with Minnesota defensive coordi- 
nator Dick Biddle. 

After graduating in 1975, Pinkham stayed on at Allegheny for two years as 
an assistant coach before going to New Hampshire in time for the 1977 foot- 
ball season. 

Pinkham and his wife Karen have a seven-year old son, Matthew, and a 
five-year old daughter, Kelly. He has a B.S. degree in economics from 
Allegheny College. 


MAL SCANLAN 
ASSISTANT COACH 


Mal Scanlan was named to the football coaching staff at the University of 
Minnesota in June 1989, and this will be his first season with the U of M. 

Scanlan, one of the most popular and successful members of the Minnesota 
state high school coaching fraternity, will tutor Golden Gopher quarterbacks 
on John Gutekunst’s staff at Minnesota. 

For the past seven years, Scanlan has been the head football coach at 
Cretin-Derham High School in St. Paul, where he posted a record of 55-18. 

Prior to taking over the reins of the Raiders, Scanlan served on the coach- 
ing staffs at Washington and Johnson High Schools in St. Paul, and he has 
been involved in high school coaching for the past 24 years. 

A 1961 graduate of Cretin High School, the 45-year-old Scanlan received 
his B.S. degree from St. Thomas College in 1965 and his M.S. degree from 
that same institution one year later. 

As a prepster, Scanlan was in the National Honor Society, graduated in the 
top 10 percent of his class and won 10 varsity letters. At St. Thomas, he won 
six letters, was a team captain in baseball and hockey, an all-conference 
choice in both sports and an All-American in baseball. 

No stranger to the quarterback position, Scanlan has never coached a 
signal-caller who failed to gain at least all-conference honors and lead the 
league in passing yards and completion percentage. His four most recent 
quarterbacks were all-state selections, and his most recent nationally 
acclaimed protege was Steve Walsh of the Miami Hurricanes. 

Scanlan and his wife, Nancy, have two daughters, Chris and Colleen, and 
two sons, Dan and Joe. 
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GEORGE WEMEIER 
AssIsTAaNT COACH 


George Wemeier, for more than two decades a highly respected fixture in 
this state’s high school coaching circles, was named to the University of 
Minnesota football staff in the spring of 1984. 

He was first tabbed to tutor the Golden Gopher outside linebackers, and 
under John Gutekunst works with the tight ends and is responsible for the 
special teams. 

A 1951 graduate of Macalester College, Wemeier was the head football 
coach at Minneapolis’ Washburn High School from 1966 through 1983. 
During that span his teams went 60 games without a loss and in the process 
registered a string of 46 consecutive wins. Washburn, under Wemeier, won 
the Minnesota state championship in football in 1972 and again in 1977. 

Wemeier got his start in athletics at Waconia High School, where he won 
letters in football, basketball and baseball before graduating in 1948. 

Then it was on to Macalester College, where Wemeier earned four letters 
as a varsity performer in football and was named to the all-conference team, 
as well as being elected captain of his Scot contingent. 

His coaching career started with two seasons at Braham in 1955 and 1956 
before he accepted an assistant’s post at Minneapolis’ Henry High School in 
1957.

Dave Skrien, a former Golden Gopher player and coach, is the admin- 
istrative assistant to head football coach John Gutekunst at the University 
of Minnesota. 

Skrien is responsible for coordinating the football recruiting program at the 
U of M and replaced Vince Okruch, who held that post for one year before 
being assigned duties as running back coach by Gutekunst in the spring of ‘87. 

A native of Morris, Minn., the 59-year-old Skrien was a standout athlete in 
high school there and won 13 letters in football, basketball, track and baseball 
before graduating in 1947. 

Then it was on to the University of Minnesota, where he competed in both 
football and basketball. He played both ways in football, and was the team 
captain as a fullback in 1950 under the legendary Bernie Bierman. 

After graduating from the U of M, Skrien played two seasons with the 
Winnipeg Blue Bombers in the Canadian Football League, helping that club win 
the Western Division championship and gain a berth in the Grey Cup Game. 

His coaching career began at Albert Lea (Minn.) High School and was fol- 
lowed by stints as assistant coach at Ball State, at the U of M under Murray 
Warmath and at Boise State. 

He also coached in the professional ranks, both as an assistant and as the 
head man, at British Columbia, Edmonton and Saskatchewan in the Canadian 
League, as well as at Memphis in the World Football League. His B.C. Lions 
and Saskatchewan teams won three league championships and one Grey Cup. 

In 1976 Skrien returned to Minnesota as the recreation coordinator for the 
city of Richfield, while also serving as coach at Golden Valley Lutheran.

he University of Minnesota has long prid- 

ed itself on its accomplishments in the 

field of sports medicine, and it recently 

added a new, modern football training 

room which represents one of the finest 
training facilities in the nation. 

Coupled with the prestigious services provided 
by the University of Minnesota hospitals and 
Health Services, the Minnesota sports medicine 
staff is able to provide first-class care for all medi- 
cal situations encountered by its athletes. 

The new training room, totalling 2,800 square 
feet, provides room for nine treatment tables, eight 
taping tables, a physician’s examination room and 
a hydro-therapy room that includes a four-foot 
deep Jacuzzi Spa. 

Newly added equipment used for the treat- Tim Kirschner Doug Locy 
ment of injuries includes an Electro-Galvanic Head Trainer Associate Trainer 
Stimulator, Shortwave Diathermy, Ultrasound, 

Hydrocollators, T-E-N-S units and muscle 
stimulators. 

Also included in the football training room is a 
separate rehabilitation area with the new Cybex 
Ii plus Isokinetic Apparatus complete with com- 
puter, three stationary Fitron bicycles, an upper 
body ergometer, a running ramp, pulleys and 
other free weights. 

The football training staff is headed by Tim 
Kirschner. Working with him are Doug Locy, 
associate trainer, and Jim Marshall, administrative 
services coordinator. Dr. Bob Larsen and Dr. Don 
Severson provide efficient and outstanding care 
for Minnesota’s student-athletes at the Uni- 
versity’s Boynton Health Center. Dr. Pat Smith, 
team orthopedist, and Dr. Norman Holte, the : 
team’s oral surgeon, also are vital in providing Dr. Bob Larsen Dr. Don Severson 
complete medical care.

Preventative measures, as well as data from 
Minnesota injury reports, are consistently being 
studied by the medical staff. This information 
and statistics from the Big Ten Conference’s 
injury reporting system, in which Minnesota 
participates, indicates that the injury rate at the 
U of M is being reduced. Knee braces, taping of 
ankles, custom-fitted mouthpieces, supervised 
fitting of helmets and equipment by certified 
trainers and educating the athletes on proper 
techniques and safe practice principles are 
rewarding the athletes, coaches and trainers with 
fewer injuries.

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hen the University of Minne- 

sota was founded as a prepara- 

tory school in 1851, Minnesota 

had been a territory for just 

two years, and statehood was 
still seven years away. The school was 
built on the east bank of the Mississippi 
River with littke more than the pioneers’ 
faith in education. 

The school struggled financially in its 
early years and was forced to close during 
the Civil War. But the institution survived, 
partly because of the guidance and finan- 
cial aid of Minneapolis businessman John 
S. Pillsbury, who is known as “the Father 
of the University.” The Morrill Act or 
Land-Grant Act, signed into law by 
President Lincoln in 1862, also played a 
major role in the school’s survival by giv- 
ing each state land to be used to provide 
education for the people of the state. 

From those faltering origins, the 
University has grown into the single great- 
est center of creativity in the state. The 
students it educates, the ideas it generates 
and the medical, scientific, agricultural 
and economic activities it stimulates repre- 
sent an enormous resource that contributes 
directly to Minnesota’s economic, intellec- 
tual and cultural life. 

Today, the University of Minnesota is 
an international research institution, a 
land-grant school with a strong tradition of 
education and public service, and a 
metropolitan university. The Twin Cities 
campus, the largest in the University’s 
five-campus system, is among the most 
comprehensive in the nation, with 18 col- 
leges that offer a full range of academic 
and professional degrees. A comprehen- 
sive campus in Duluth offers undergradu- 
ate and graduate programs in northeastern 
Minnesota. The Morris campus, in the 
western part of the state, provides a four- 
year liberal arts program. And two-year 
technical colleges in Crookston, in north- 
western Minnesota, and Waseca, in south- 
ern Minnesota, provide paraprofessional 
and technical education, primarily in agri- 
culture-related fields. 

Research accomplishments at the 
University have improved the 
lives—sometimes even saved the 
lives—of people throughout the world. 
Among the achievements that have come 
from University researchers have been the 


continuing success of the world’s leading 
kidney transplant program at the 
University of Minnesota Hospital and 
Clinic, the development of the phenome- 
nally successful wheat variety known as 
“Era” wheat, the development of the 
world’s first total body X-ray scanner, the 
isolation of uranium isotope U-235, the 
virtual elimination of dozens of poultry 
and livestock diseases, and the production 
of a live calf from freeze-dried sperm. In 
addition to fostering research projects that 
have obvious and immediate benefits, the 
University is a center for the basic 
research that makes scientific break- 
throughs possible. 

Service to the people of Minnesota is 
another way the University plays an 
important role in the quality of life in 
the state. More than 150 University 
programs reach out to Minnesotans, 
solving problems and bringing to com- 
munities the University’s vast store of 


knowledge. The Minnesota Extension 
Service, for example, reaches almost a 
third of the people of Minnesota each 
year through almost 22,000 educational 
programs. 

A variety of cultural and sports events 
also brings Minnesotans in touch with the 
University. Performances by major dance 
troupes are highlights of the year. Large 
crowds attend Gopher football, basketball 
and hockey games. The Centennial 
Showboat and free concerts on the 
Northrop Mall are popular summer attrac- 
tions. Children enjoy the touch-and-see 
room at the James Ford Bell Museum of 
Natural History and the animal barns of 
the St. Paul campus. 

Of course, one of the University’s most 
important contributions to the state is its 
graduates, At the University, students are 
exposed to knowledge—the newest and 
the most ancient—and emerge prepared to 
tackle today’s problems.

ils Hasselmo is the 13th president 
of the University of Minnesota. 
Born in 1931 in Kola, Sweden, 
Hasselmo was introduced to 
American culture through the 
novels of James Fenimore Cooper and 
Mark Twain. The allure of America was 
strong in his homeland, especially after the 
Allied victory in 1945. His generation 
befriended American Gls, listened to 
American jazz on the radio and strength- 
ened ties with emigrant relatives in the 
New World. As a student of linguistics at 
Uppsala University, Hasselmo decided to 
pursue scholarly opportunities in the 
United States. He earned his B.A. at 
Augustana College in Illinois and his 
Ph.D. at Harvard University. 
Eastern Minnesota proved to be the 
ideal laboratory for Hasselmo’s main

scholarly interest, the modified native 
dialects of Swedish-Americans. In 1965 
he came to the University of Minnesota as 
an associate professor of Scandinavian 
studies. During 18 years at Minnesota, 
Hasselmo served as chair of the Scan- 
dinavian department, associate dean of the 
College of Liberal Arts, and vice- 
president for administration and planning. 
Among other accomplishments, he 
administered the Rajender Consent 
Decree, the University’s commitment to 
fair hiring practices for women. 

In 1983 Hasselmo left to become senior 
vice-president for academic affairs at the 
University of Arizona, where he was 
known as a skillful negotiator and an inno- 
vative policy maker. He returned to the 
University of Minnesota as its president in 
December 1988.

ick Bay was named direc- 
tor of men’s intercolle- 
giate athletics at the 
University of Minnesota in 
December 1988. 

He took over the helm of the 
UM Golden Gopher athletic 
department from interim athletic 
director Holger Christiansen, who 
had been filling in for Paul Giel, 
Minnesota’s director for more than 
17 years before he vacated the post 
in July 1987. 

Bay came to the University of 
Minnesota after just over a year in 
New York away from athletics. He 
first served as chief operating offi- 
cer for the New York Yankees base- 
ball team, and more recently as the 
chief operating officer of the 
StarBright Group, Inc., a communi- 
cations management firm. 

The 46-year-old Bay is best 
known, however, for his capable 
work in intercollegiate athletics, 
and he served as the director of 
athletics at the Ohio State 
University from 1984-87 before resigning 
in protest over the firing of football coach 
Earle Bruce. 

Prior to that time, Bay had been the 
athletic director at the University of 
Oregon, where he teamed up with Chris 
Voelz, current director of women’s ath- 
letics at Minnesota. 

Bay grew up in Waukegan, Ill. His 
father was a wrestling coach and his step- 
mother an English teacher. He competed 
in football, baseball and wrestling in high 
school, and was Illinois Athlete of the 
Year as a senior. He graduated with a 3.9 
grade point average. 

Bay attended the University of 
Michigan on a wrestling scholarship and 
also played football for the Wolverines. It 
was as a wrestler that he excelled, howev- 
er, winning two Big Ten titles and gaining 
All-America recognition as a junior. He 
was unbeaten in three years of Big Ten 
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dual-meet competition and was named Big 
Ten Wrestler of the Year as a senior. He 
graduated from Michigan in 1965. 
Following graduation Bay became 
assistant wrestling coach at Michigan.

After four years in that role, he was 
named head coach. As head coach, 
he directed his teams to a combined 
record of 43-5-3, including a 31-2-2 
mark in the Big Ten. His 1973 team 
was Big Ten champion, and his 
1974 squad was runner-up in the 
NCAA. Bay was named college 
Coach of the Year in 1973. 

Bay left coaching after the 1974 
season to join the Michigan Alumni 
Association as associate executive 
director. In 1978 the Council for 
Advancement and Support of 
Education selected the Michigan 
Alumni Association as the most 
outstanding organization of its kind 
in the country. 

While at Michigan, Bay main- 
tained an avid interest in commer- 
cial radio. He did color 
commentary for Michigan football 
and was a theater critic for an Ann 
Arbor station. 

In 1981, he took over an Oregon 
program that was in debt and about 
to go on NCAA probation. In one 
year, Bay balanced the budget with 
increased revenue through a reorganiza- 
tion of the fund-raising program. When he 
left Oregon to go to Ohio State, the pro- 
gram was on sound financial ground and 
the NCAA sanctions had been lifted. 

At Ohio State he instituted several inno- 
vative marketing and promotional con- 
cepts that tripled alumni fund-raising 
revenues. He also launched a $45 million 
facilities campaign, and masterminded a 
radio policy that nearly doubled Ohio 
State University’s radio income. 

He also has an untarnished reputation as 
an administrator and has been a leader in 
numerous other areas, including taking a 
strong stand on substance abuse. 

Bay and his wife, Denice, have a 
track record that stresses community 
involvement and they appear to be as at 
home in theater groups as they are in 
athletic arenas.

trength training has become as 
much a part of preparation for 
playing football as is putting on 
the pads.

piece of equipment was chosen on the 
basis of its own merits, including design, 
durability and how it fits into the scheme 
of strength programming used at the 
University of Minnesota. 

In conjunction with the state-of-the-art 
equipment are the modern day student-ath- 
letes who require a specialized program to 
compete effectively at the Division I level. 
Each athlete is evaluated by our team of 
physicians and training staff to determine 
his individual strengths and weaknesses. 
From this report each athlete is given a 
strength and conditioning program that 
best meets his needs for success. Though 
each program is slightly different they all 
contain the core lifts that we feel are vital 
for our success: the bench, incline, power 
clean and squat or hip sled. 

The athlete’s progress is carefully 
checked from the day he arrives by a com- 


puter program that monitors his increase 
by each lift and particular performance test 
(e.g., 40-yard dash). Also we take pho- 
tographs and specific body measurements 
to help motivate and calculate each ath- 
lete’s progress. 

The strength and conditioning program 
is a year-round activity with both in-sea- 
son and off-season workouts. These 
include education on nutrition that is 
essential to enhance athletic performance. 
We also have an outstanding redshirt pro- 
gram during the football season, which 
allows our young athletes a chance to 
mature physically while learning the intri- 
cate skills of college football. 

The many parts of the strength and 
conditioning program fit like cogs in a 
wheel to make our student-athletes the 
most efficient and injury-free football 
players possible.

Tonight’s Opponent... 


Minnesota’s Golden Gophers 
open their 1989 home football slate 
tonight by playing host to the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska in the 50th meet- 
ing between these two ancient non- 
conference rivals. 

The Cornhuskers and the Golden 
Gophers first met in 1900 when 
Minnesota posted a 20-12 triumph. 
The Golden Gophers lead in the 
series 29-18-2, but Nebraska has won 
the 12 most recent confrontations 
including 38-7 in 1984. 

This year Coach Tom Osborne’s 
invaders have won two straight, beat- 
ing Northern Illinois 48-17 in the 
opener two weeks ago and then 
downing Utah 42-30 this past 
weekend. 

Coach John Gutekunst’s charges 
kicked off the year by winning on the 
road... 30-20 at Iowa State last 
Saturday. Thus the Golden Gophers 
are at home for the first time this 
season tonight . . . but they'll be 
facing a Big Eight Conference op- 
ponent for the second straight week. 

Osborne’s Huskers currently are 
ranked third in the nation. But 
being up there in the top ten is 
nothing new for the visitors. 
“Nebraska is a great team as 
always,” Coach Gutekunst said 
earlier this week. “They are a 
perennial college football power with 
great players and great athletes. This 
year is no exception.” 

The Cornhuskers have a host of 
talent, but one player to watch to- 
night is Ken Clark, a senior I-Back 
who has rushed for 2,139 yards in his 
career at Nebraska. He got 130 yards 
last weekend against Utah, and he 
now ranks 11th on the Husker’s all- 
time rushing list. 

Gutekunst was Minnesota’s defen- 
sive coordinator in 1984 when the 
Golden Gophers lost that 38-7 game 
down in Lincoln, but this will be his 
first shot at the Cornhuskers as a 
head coach.

And the last time Minnesota beat 
Nebraska was in 1960 when it 
“upset” the 12th ranked Huskers 26- 
14 at Lincoln. Coach Murray 
Warmath’s Golden Gophers went 
on to win the national championship 
that year. 

Nebraska has won eight straight 
games here in Minneapolis. The last 
win for the Golden Gophers at home 
over the Huskers was 19-7 in 1954 in 
old Memorial Stadium. 

Visiting Coach Osborne is in his 
17th year as head man at Nebraska 
and has a career record of 160-36-2 
(.813). That’s tops among the 
nation’s active Division I coaches. 

The goals of the University of 
Nebraska football team in its cen- 
tennial season really won’t be much 
different from those of past years. 

The 1989 Cornhuskers hope to 
defend the Big Eight title which they 
won in 1988, earn a return trip to the 
Orange Bowl, and they hope to earn 
a high national ranking, challenging 
for the national title. 

Those are high aspirations, but 
nothing new to a Nebraska program 
which has an NCAA-record streak of 
27-consecutive winning seasons 
since 1962, a nation-leading string of 
20-straight bow! appearances, a 19- 
year run of finishing in at least one 
wire-service top 10, and a 20-season 
run of winning at least nine games. 

Veteran Coach Osborne says he 
thinks his 17th team, and Nebraska’s 
100th, is capable of adding to the 
Cornhusker gridiron tradition, but 
he knows some big holes must be 
filled if the Huskers are to reach their 
goals, 

“We're just not as experienced as 
we've sometimes been in the past,” 
Osborne said at the end of spring 
practice. “We lost 12 starters, and 11 
of those were All-Big Eight players, 
so we not only have to replace alot of 
people, we have to replace a lot of 
very talented players.”

Among those lost was quarter- 
back Steve Taylor, who led Ne- 
braska to a combined 31-6 record in 
three years as a starter while racking 
up a school-record 62 career total- 
offense touchdowns and the third- 
most total-offense yards in school 
history (4,940). The task of replacing 
him has led to alot of speculation and 
worry on the part of Husker partisans 
in the months since Taylor finished 
his career in the Orange Bowl vs. 
Miami. 

Osborne, of course, is the key 
speculator about the NU quarter- 
back situation, but he’s not one of 
the worriers. 

“T feel good about the quarterback 
position,” he said. “We have good 
athletes, and, overall, the quarter- 
backs played well in the spring. They 
just need alittle time to get stability.” 

Fifth-year senior Gerry Gdowski 
emerged from the spring with a slight 
edge, and he’s listed as the starter for 
Saturday’s game. 

Osborne expresses no worry 
about the other “skill” positions on 
offense, since the bulk of last year’s 
talent is back in the fold, led by All- 
Big Eight senior I-back Clark, who 
ran for 1,497 yards in 1988, 1,069 
yards coming in the last six games. 
He was the fifth-leading rusher in the 
NCAA, but his year, the fourth-best 
in Nebraska history, was one of the 
quietest 1,500-yard seasons ever, 
thanks to Big Eight rival Barry 
Sanders’ incredible Heisman Trophy- 
winning season at Oklahoma State. 

In the line, the Huskers return All- 
America center Jake Young. Os- 
borne said he was pleased with the 
spring progress of tackle Tom Punt 
(6-8, 285), and guards Jim Wanek, 
Bill Bobbora and John Roschal, but, 
he said, “We really need some back- 
up people to come through. Right 
now, it’s the area that needs the most 
improvement.” 

Defensively, Nebraska was harder

hit by graduation as seven starters 
are gone, six of whom earned All-Big 
Eight honors in 1988, including two- 
time All-America outside linebacker 
Broderick Thomas, the Butkus 
Award runner-up and a Lombardi 
Award finalist, and the sixth player 
taken in the 1989 NFL draft. 

Overall, the Huskers lose two of 
three starting linemen in NFL draft 
choices Lawrence Pete and Willie 
Griffin, two of four starting line- 
backers, and four of their top five 
defensive backs, including two-time 
academic All-America safety Mark 
Blazek.
